Preakness, May 20 

The Preakness, middle jewel in America’s 
Triple Crown, will be run for the 85th time on 
Saturday, May 20, 1961 at Pimlico. 

The added money will be $150,000, making 
the Preakness the world’s richest race for three- 
year-olds for the third consecutive year. 

It is also the richest single purse put up by a 
track anywhere. 

The race will be contested at 1 3/16 miles 
with all male starters carrying 126 pounds. 

Second money will be $30,000, third $15,000, 
and fourth $7,500. Nominations at $100 each 
will close on Wednesday, February 15. A replica 
of the 100-year-old Wotxllawn Vase, racing’s 
most famous trophy, will be presented to the 
owner of the winner. 

The Kentucky Derby on May 6 and the Bel¬ 
mont Stakes on June 3 are the other two Triple 
Crown races. With each having a purse of 
$125,000, the Triple Crown is the richest series 
of races for horses of any age. 

Only eight horses in history have swept all 
three events. They were Sir Barton, Gallant Fox, 
Omaha, War Admiral, Whirlaway, Count Fleet, 
Assault and Citation. 

More than half of the Preakness winners 
have been voted three-year-old champion since 
racing polls were begun. Thirteen of the nation’s 
"Horse of the Year’’ champions since 1936 have 
been Preakness winners.

Hurdle Races at Laurel 

Hurdle racing, a successful venture during 
the spring meet last year, will return to Laurel 
on a two-a-week basis during the racing season 
opening April 1, John D. Schapiro, track presi¬ 
dent, announced recently. 

The first event over the small brush obstacles 
will be held on Tuesday, April 11. The second 
will be on Thursday, April 13, with the others 
following on Tuesdays and Thursdays until the 
final one on Tuesday, May 2. There will be seven 
in all, ranging from II /2 to 1^ miles. 

The jumping program has the full support 
of the National Steeplechase and Hunt Asscxia- 
tion which will work in close harmony with the 
Laurel management in seeing that the best jump¬ 
ers available are brought to Maryland. 

Schapiro, in giving the go-ahead sign for the 
second consecutive year, explained that he is ex¬ 
tremely anxious to cooperate with the jumping 
people and the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
AsscK'iation. 

"Hurdle racing is extremely formful,’’ said the 
Laurel prexy. "Statistics show that approximately 
50 per cent of the favorites win over the smaller 
jumps.’’ 

S. Bryce Wing of Glyndon, Md., president of 
the NSHA, is highly enthusiastic over the re¬ 
turn of the infield sport to Laurel, scene of many 
great jumping events in other years. 

John Cooper, executive secretary of the NSHA, 
will be back this spring in the role of director 
of hurdle racing. 

Irish Racing 

Visitors to Ireland are mainly of two classes 
—those who go to the races, and those who wish 
that they had. But then, who could resist the 
temptation in a land where top Turf events are 
held so frequently.^ 

According to a new wallet-size directory, 
Racing in Ireland, 1961, just published by the 
Irish Tourist Board in Dublin, over two hun¬ 
dred fixtures are due to be held in the Emerald 
Isle this year. This gives almost two race days 
in every three.

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WAITING GAME: The opening phase of 
the 1961 Bowie meeting was much like a game 
of Russian roulette. Every time the entries were 
filed, everyone held his breath while waiting to 
see if the card was going to go off. Sometimes 
the hammer clicked on an empty chamber; some¬ 
times it did not. 

Looking for a cushion in the event of weather 
cancellations, and hoping for ten lucrative Sat¬ 
urdays, the Bowie management sought permis¬ 
sion to stage a five-day racing week, Tuesdays 
being dark. The Racing Commission, frowning 
on the carry-over of snowed-out dates from one 
calendar year to the next — Bowie has eight 
make-up dates this year—agreed. 

Getting the Independent Association of Race 
Track Employees to go along was something else 
again. The I.A.R.T.E., representing mutuels and 
admission workers, ushers, parking lot attend¬ 
ants, track police and program sellers, took a dim 
view of a shortened work week but after several 
meetings with management of the Maryland 
tracks a three-year agreement was reached. 

The opening was set for January 21, earliest 
in state history. Forty-eight hours before the 
inaugural, a 12-inch snowfall threatened to wipe 
out the program, but scores of mechanized snow- 
removal machines were brought into play. Track 
Superintendent Marty Meyer won this skirmish, 
but it soon developed that the battle was to 
blossom into a full-scale war. 

Temperatures were freezing and some folks 
still had not dug out from under when the track 
opened its heated, glass-enclosed stands to the 
public. A crowd of 9,281 turned out to kick off 
the new season. The mutuel handle was a dis¬ 
appointing $711,072. 

However wary the public, horsemen, many of 
them veterans of the Charles Town campaign, 
responded remarkably well at the entry box. T he 
opening-day feature, the $15,000-added Francis 
Scott Key, drew I 6 entries. A thought to divide 
the 51/2-furlong race for three-year-olds was dis¬ 
carded in view of the likeliho^ of there being 
sufficient scratches so that the field could be ac¬ 
commodated in the 14-stall gate. 

Jolly Scot, claimed by Mrs. Sam Lewin for 
$15,000 in winning his last at Tropical, was the 
choice but another invader from Florida, Scotch 
Bull, got the money. The latter, owned by Mrs. 
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by JOE B. HICKEY, JR. 

Mabel McCabe, hadn’t been able to beat a horse 
in two starts at Tropical, but he returned to the 
form he showed at Narragansett last fall under 
Phil Grimm’s handling. 

Hot Cargo showed the most early foot but 
Scotch Bull caught the Flaming Fleet gelding in¬ 
side the eighth pole to register by a head. Mrs. 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Waddle closed mightily 
after breaking next to last and being forced to 
race wide. The Native Dancer filly missed by a 
head. Hot Cargo held on for third. Jolly Scot, 
unable to sustain his stretch bid, finished fourth! 

Scotch Bull is a roan three-year-old son of 
Steel Bull-Hop Scotch, by *Khaled, bred by his 
owner. Last year he won three races (all at ’Gan- 
sett), including the J. H. Connors Stakes. The 
Francis Scott Key was his first start of the new 
year. It was worth $11,196 to Mrs. McCabe. Leo 
Garrity trains the gelding. 

Steel Bull, sire of the winner, stood the 1953 
and 1954 seasons in Maryland before being relo¬ 
cated in Massachusetts. 

Even as the opening card proceeded, snow 
flurries made the natives restless. But unlike 
last year, the Francis Scott Key card was com¬ 
pleted. 

Bowie’s second program (Monday, Jan. 23) 
was cancelled due to a two-inch snowfall which 
made access roads treacherous. No attempt was 
made to utilize the ’’dark” day following. Re¬ 
opening on Wednesday, Bowie played host to 
7,030 in 12-degree temperature. It was 65 de¬ 
grees within the heated stands, however. Wager¬ 
ing $624,340, the crowd saw Mward Potter, Jr.’s 
Bugona establish a new five-furlong track record 
(:58 2/5) over a strip frozen beneath the 
cushion. 

Then, like that infamous winter at Valley 
Forge, new snow, cursed snow, struck fear in the 
hearts of the faithful few. A five-inch fall was 
responsible for two more cancellations. But 
somewhere, somewhere south of the bay coun¬ 
try, robins must be on the wing. 

POTPOURRI: The Florida Turf Writers’ As¬ 
sociation has selected a Maryland-bred for the 
award to the man who did most for breeding in 
the State of Florida last year. The honor goes to 
Joe O’Farrell, who set up a Florida branch of 
his Windy Hills Farm breeding operations and 
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United States Senator J. Glenn Beall pre¬ 
sents trophy to Jockey Phillip Grimm after 
Scotch Bull won the Francis Scott Key.

O’Farrell, syndicate member and general man¬ 
ager of Ocala Stud, will be feted at the fourth 
annual FTWA awards dinner-dance at the Fon¬ 
tainebleau Hotel, Miami Beach, March 5. 

Joe O’Farrell left his brother Tom in charge 
of their Westminster farm early in 1956 to be¬ 
come a founding partner in Ocala. In the short 
space of time since, the syndicate, composed 
mostly of Marylanders, has put Florida breeding 
on the map. 

The O’Farrells started Rough’n Tumble, sire 
of Yes You Will, My Dear Girl, Conestoga, etc, 
off on his stud career at Windy Hills. In the be¬ 
ginning they were hustling services to the Santa 
Anita Derby winner for $250. Janon Fisher, Jr., 
interested the brothers in the Thoroughbred 
horse-breeding business when he gave them old 
Busy Wire.

Mrs. Richard C. duPont s Kelso, Horse of the 
Year I960, has been returned to his owner’s 
Chesapeake City farm to recuperate from a stifle 
injury sustained at Santa Anita. The gelding was 
shipped to the Coast for the Santa Anita Ma¬ 
turity but slipped a stifle before reaching the 
post. 

Native Dancer was one of seven stallions 
in the country to be represented by as many as 
three progeny on the Experimental Handicap. 
The E)ancer’s young’uns were: Table Hopper— 
114, Good Move—113, and Bright Silver—108. 
The latter two were double stakes winners in 
I960. Table Hopper, now recovering from a foot 
bone fracture, was regarded as one of the most 
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promising two-year-olds in the country at the 
time of his injury. 

Other state sires represented on the Experi¬ 
mental: Saggy (Carry Back, second high-weight 
at 122), Alerted (Alerted Girl—105), Double 
Brandy (Brandy Sea—108) and General Staff 
(Zebediah—108).

First reported Maryland foal of 1961 is a 
bay filly by Prince Dare-Black Whip foaled Jan. 
4 at W. 1. Patterson’s Hillside Farm, Bowie. 

THE YIELD: During I960, 17 horses bred 
in Maryland achieved stakes-winning status. 
The total was the highest since 1957 when 20 
state-breds won added-money races. 

The greatest number of stakes winners bred 
in the state during the 1940-1960 period was 
25, that figure being reached in 1948 and again 
in 1952. In 1959 the count was ten. 

Maryland’s stakes winners of I960 won added- 
money races from five and a half furlongs at 
Longacres to three and one-eighth miles at Aque¬ 
duct. As a group, these 17 horses won 54 races, 
of which 26 were stakes, during the season past. 
Total winnings for the 17 amounted to $732,417. 

While Carry Back is not included in this tab¬ 
ulation—since he was foaled in Florida—it is 
significant that a colt sired in Maryland con¬ 
cluded the season as the sixth leading money¬ 
winning two-year-old of all time. Carry Back, 
conceived at Country Life Farm, earned $286,299 
to rank behind First Landing ($396,460), War¬ 
fare ($394,610), Jewel’s Reward ($349,642), 
Hail to Reason ($328,434), and Bally Ache 
($303,477) as the foremost money-winning ju¬ 
veniles in history. 

The leading money-winning Maryland-bred 
of the season was Mrs. Edith L. Price’s Yes You

($130,861) and Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Good 
Move ($123,620) were next in line. 

In number of stakes victories, Yes You Will 
again emerged as the leader. The four-year-old 
accounted for four major wins, including the 
$100,000 John B. Campbell and $50,000 Carter 
Handicap. Nickel Boy, claimed by Elmendorf 
for $20,000 in 1959, won three stakes. Brandy 
Sea, Good Move and Idolater accounted for two 
stakes wins each. 

Alfred G. Vanderbilt was the state’s leading 
breeder. 

Following are I960 resume of the Maryland- 
bred stakes winners: 

BRANDY SEA, a dark bay or brown colt, 
1958, by Double Brandy-Cruel Sea, by War 
Relic, won a division of the Maryland Futurity 
and the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes. Owned by

pounds on the Experimental Handicap. He was 
bred by Irving Kirschbaum and is trained by 
Leonard L. Emery. His I960 record: 12 starts, 
three wins, three seconds, and $15,884. Brandy 
Sea was foaled at J. Fred Colwill’s Halcyon 
Farm, Lutherville. 

BULL STRENGTH, bay gelding, 1954, by 
Olympia-Our Hostess, by *Bull Dog, was bred 
by Larry S. MacPhail and is owned by Phoenix 
Stable. In winning Longacres’ Memorial Day 
Handicap he equaled the track record of 
1:03 4/5 while carrying top weight of 120 
pounds. J. R. Gregory trains the gelding. His 
record: 17 starts, seven wins, five seconds, one 
third and $14,795. His other I960 stakes placing 
was a second in the Renton Handicap. Foaled 
March 16, 1954 at Glenangus Farm, Bel Air, 
Bull Strength was a $11,500 Saratoga yearling. 
He won the 1958 Fall Highweight Handicap. 

GLAD, chestnut filly, 1958, by General Staff- 
Little Sphinx, by ^Challenger II, achieved stakes- 
winning status under the handling of Trainer 
Pete Gacicia. In her later races she has been con¬ 
ditioned by Steve DiMauro. Bred by Harford 
Stud and foaled at the MacPhail nursery April 8, 
1958, she is owned by Thomas Razor’s Golden 
Triangle Stable. Glad won the Polly Drummond 
Stakes at Delaware Park. Her I960 record: 13 
starts, two wins, one second, one third, $21,075. 
She was sidelined in mid-season by a splint but 
is now back in training. 

GOOD MOVE, gray filly, 1958, by Native 
Dancer-Next Move, by Bull Lea, is owned and 
was bred by Alfred G. Vanderbilt on March 11, 
1958 at Sagamore. Trainer George T. Poole sad¬ 
dled her to win the Spinaway Stakes at Saratoga 
and the Selima at Laurel. At 113 p>ounds. Good 
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FBI man, J. Edgar Hoover made the tro- 
phy presentation after Mrs. William Coxe 
Wright*s Moon Shot won the Burch Handi¬ 
cap. The winning jockey and trainer, Larry 
Adams and Sam Dixon, flank Mr. Hoover. 

Move shared the honor of being the fifth highest 
weighted filly on the Experimental with C. V. 
Whitney’s Counter Call. I960 record: 11 starts, 
four wins, one second, two thirds, $123,620. 
Trainer Poole is banking on her as an Oaks filly. 

IDOLATER, gray colt, 1957, by *Mahmoud- 
Irisen, by Sweep Like, was at his best at Laurel, 
where he won the Chesapeake Stakes and the 
Maryland Derby during the spring meeting. 
Bred and owned by A. G. Vanderbilt and trained 
by George T. Poole, Idolater was second in the 
Governor’s Gold Cup and third in the Ventnor 
’Cap and Providence Stakes. I960 record: 25 
starts, four wins, five seconds, four thirds, 
$54,575. 

JAC-A-MUFFIN, a chestnut colt, 1957, by 
Double Brandy-Market Play, by Market Wise, 
hit his peak at Suffolk E)owns, winning the 
Constitution Stakes and finished second in the 
Governor’s Handicap. Bred by C. E. Tuttle at 
Caves Valley Farm, he is owned and trained by 
L. Nichols. His I960 record: 17 starts, four wins, 
two seconds, and $21,436. 

JEUNE OCCUPY, a bay filly, 1958 by Oc- 
cupy-Jeune Fille, by Agrarian, races in the colors 
of Wayne Kendrick. She was bred by E. Taylor 
Chewning and is trained by H. T. Shaw. Jeune 
Occupy won the fourth division of the Marlboro 
Nursery. I960 record: 19 starts, six wins, two 
seconds, two thirds, $14,329. 

LADY’S MAID, bay filly, 1957, by Prophets 
Thumb-Mermaid, by * Blenheim II, entered the 
stakes ranks by winning the Kent at Delaware 
from a field of colts after finishing second to 
Idolater in the Maryland Derby. Bred and owned 
by Mrs. George Brown, Jr., she is trained by J.

Yancey Christmas. She was dropped March 15, 
1957 at Mrs. Brown’s Strontia Farm, Brookland- 
ville. Her I960 campaign which ended in mid- 
July reads thusly: 10 starts, two wins, two sec¬ 
onds, one third and $29,935. 

MAN o’ LOU, a chestnut colt, 1958, by Saggy- 
Louree, by Director J. E. is his sire’s "other” ju¬ 
venile stakes winner. TTie big one, of course, 
is Katherine Price’s Carry Back. Bred and 
owned by J. W. Calary, Man o’ Lou won the first 
division of the Marlboro Nursery. I960 record: 
eight starts, three wins, one second, two thirds, 
and $4,845. 

MOANING LOW, chestnut filly, 1958, by 
Loser Weeper-In the Van, by Occupy, salvaged 
the second division of the Marlboro Nursery and 
two other wins out of a busy 22-race campaign. 
She was second twice and third four times to 
earn $10,985 in her freshman year. E. H. Howes, 
Jr., bred her. J. Woods Garth trains the filly for 
Owner Mrs. L. L. Voigt, Jr. 

NICKEL BOY, brown gelding, 1955, by *His 
Nickel-Carickmacross, by Chance Play, raced 
from coast to coast in I960 but crammed all 
three of his stakes into one 30-day period last fall. 
Victor in a division of the New York Handicap, 
he shipped down into New Jersey to win the 
Quaker City and returned to New York to an¬ 
nex the two-mile Display. Earlier, he had been 
second in the San Luis Rey, Sunset and Mer¬ 
chants and Citizens’ Handicaps, and third in the 
Gallant Fox. Bred by Melvin Blackburn, he is 
owned by Elmendorf. Walter A. Kelley trains 
the long-winded fellow. I960 record: 22 starts, 
seven wins, five seconds, one third and $130,955. 
At two, he won the Marlboro Nursery Stakes. 
Nickel Boy’s lifetime earnings stood at $202,273 
as I960 ended. 

NOOPS, a bay filly, 1957, by The Pincher- 
Connie Morse, by Count Morse, is owned by 
Southfield Farm and trained by J. L. Foran. Colo¬ 
nel Harry B. Marcus bred her at Glade Valley. 
Noops’ lone win of the season was posted in the 
Prince George’s Stakes at Bowie. I960 record: 

13 starts, one win, one second, two thirds, and 
$9,301. 

STANARN, brown colt, 1957, by Nahar-Lady 
Airlie, by Cable, was shipped to Puerto Rico in 
December, 1959. In I960, he won 16 races and 
$49,443, a record one-season earnings figure for 
a horse in Puerto Rico. His major wins came in 
the first two legs of the island’s Triple Crown— 
the $10,350 Clasico Barcelo and the $17,775 
Fourth of July Cup. He was also second 4 
times and third twice at El Comandante. 
Bred by Stanley Sagner and Gee M. Cohen at 
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Country Life Farm, Bel Air, Stanarn races in the 
colors of Sagner-Chase Stable. 

STRATMAT, chestnut horse, 1954, by Loch- 
invar-Elsewhere, by *Alibhai, called it a season 
in May when an injury forced him into retire¬ 
ment. Bred by Alfred Roberts, he raced for 
Modan Stable and was trained by L. H. Silver. 
His best innings were in the Florida winter 
league where he won the Royal Palm, was second 
in the Orange Bowl, Palm Beach, Magic City, 
and Appleton Handicaps. He was also third in 
the Tropical Park Handicap. I960 record: nine 
starts, one win, four seconds, one third, and 
$42,445. Stratmat, a stakes winner in three sea¬ 
sons, has been retired to stud in New Jersey. 

SUN DOG, chestnut gelding, 1954, by *Hunt- 
ers Moon IV-Sun Dance, by Swashbuckler, raced 
only briefly, but well enough to gain honorable 
mention among the season’s best steeplechase 
horses. Bred by Miss Julia M. Fisher, Sun Dog 
runs for the Sanford Stud Farm trained by Holly 
Hughes. In six starts, he won the Grand Na¬ 
tional Steeplechase Handicap and was second 
in the Beverwyck and Broad Hollow, as well as 
third in the Temple Gwathmey, for which he 
was favored. I960 record: six starts, one win, 
two seconds, one third, and $31,261. 

TUSCAN SPY, a bay gelding, 1958, is by 
Tuscany-Ellen’s Spy, by Spy Song. Foaled April 
8 , 1958 at Pistorio Farm, Howard County, Tus¬ 
can Spy was sold by his breeder, Mrs. Samuel M. 
Pistorio, at the Maryland Fall Sales as a yearling. 
Mr. Leon De Leon purchased him for $6,400. 
His dam, Ellen’s Spy, was purchased at the same 
vendue for $3,300 by Cisley Stable. Tuscan Spy 
won the first division of the Maryland Futurity 
and was third in the Pimlico Breeders Stakes. 
I960 record: five starts, two wins, one third, 
and $9,536. 

YES YOU WILL, a bay colt, 1956, by Rough’n 
Tumble-Yes She Will, by Reaping Reward, had 
attained a position among the nation’s top handi¬ 
cap horses when a hip infection and subsequent 
ankle injury forced him out of training. He won 
three stakes at Bowie and was disqualified from 
another. His stakes wins were in the Abraham 
Lincoln Stakes and the Burch Memorial, John B. 
Campbell and Carter Handicaps. Yes You Will 
was second in the Southern Maryland, Valley 
Forge and Fall High weight Handicaps. I960 
record: 14 starts, four wins, five seconds, and 
$148,091. In November Yes You Will was 
selected by the Maryland Racing Writers’ Asso¬ 
ciation as the horse which had done most to 
enhance Maryland breeding during I960.

When the harness dates were handed out, 
the topic of conversation became, "How will 
Mr. John Schapiro feel about running part 
of his Laurel Race Course meeting against 
Laurel Raceway, the harness oval up the road.^”

(with attendant ceremonies) and getting out 
a magazine take something out of the human 
system, the first four days of 1961 are un¬ 
accounted for. 

Jan. 5. Accepted invitation to go on test 
run over codfishing grounds off Ocean City, 
and headed for that seaside metropolis accom¬ 
panied by Mr. Mil Dinker, publisher of Turj 
and Sport Digest. 

There is a lot more to a codfishing expedi¬ 
tion than the pampered landlubber would 
think.

Foalie Aardvark

Being a contemporary of a horse may not 
seem overly desirable to some, but to a seven- 
year-old farm girl it can have its pleasurable 
moments. 

Rising Temper, bay mare by Wildlife out of 
Conspicuous, was my particular contemporary. 
She and I met after Rising Temper had finished 
her racing career and was ready to settle down 
to the trials and tribulations of a broodmare. 
We were the ripe age of approximately five 
when we first saw each other. I had lived on a 
farm nearly all of my young life and, the farm 
being small enough, I spent a good deal of my 
time learning about horses. 

The first blessed event in my father’s Thor¬ 
oughbred stable was Rising Temper’s first also, 
and I waited anxiously for "Temper” as we 
called her to give birth. Temper was about two 
months younger than I was, and the prospect 
of her having children made me feel very old. 
In fact, I was planning to have children soon, 
also. 

I thoroughly realized that the life span of 
horses is shorter than human beings, thus forc¬ 
ing them to bear their offspring at an earlier 
age. 

I was planning on waiting until I was very 
mature—say 12. 

Anyway as "the night” grew closer I slept 
with an outfit of blue jeans, heavy flannel shirt, 
socks, shoes, coat and hat near my bed. Foaling 
season is at a very cold time of the year, and I 
was thoroughly expecting to get up and play 
Florence Nightingale II to my equine friend, 
who would be in desperate need of my help and 
only my help. 

Every night as I went to bed, I told my 
parents to be sure and wake me when she foaled. 
My parents were of the kind sort who wished 
to adhere to my wants as much as possible, so 


they both solemnly assured me that they would. 
My mother took further oath that she would not 
witness anything that I didn’t, and that she 
would call me at the first possible moment. 

So as Florence Nightingale II went blithely 
off to bed. Father braved the cold and went out 
to the barn to keep watch on the maternity 
case. 

Finally, one night, my dream came true, so 
to speak—or I was awakened from one. Mother 
was telling me to get up if I wanted to see any¬ 
thing. I started to complain but then remem¬ 
bered, and jumped out of bed the way I have 
never done before or since. Only fire could have

caused more commotion than that in my room 
for the next two minutes. 

Blankets flew and clothes were slung on in 
tremendous haste. When I started down the 
stairs I had on a shirt buttoned in the wrong 
holes over a pajama top, bedroom slippers in¬ 
stead of shoes. I had forgotten the blue jeans, 
and a coat was the only thing I had managed 
to get on right. I made a swift trip back to the 
bedroom for shoes and pants, went down a few 
stairs and fell down the rest. 

I made it out to the barn finally, but once I 


got there I was so cold and I couldn’t even see 
into the stall. As I stepped in to get a good 
look, I marveled at nature. 

There in her stall lay Temper, and a tiny new¬ 
born animal was lying beside her in the straw.

Some in¬ 
calculable instinct made Rising Temper decide 
to wash her foal. She worked down the middle 
of its back, but when it turned around and 
looked at her she went ”eek!” and moved back. 
Between her ”eeks” and jumps and licks Rising 
Temper managed to get her young son clean 
enough to suit her. The foal began to move 
around. He looked over at his mother who was 
standing in the other side of her stall pretend¬ 
ing that he wasn’t there. Then he looked at 
his audience standing in the doorway. Rising 
Temper shot a quick glance at him and then 
abruptly turned her head back. I can quite 
clearly imagine how confused poor Temper 
must have been. All of a sudden another horse 
was in her stall! And what weird impulses she 
had toward him when her common sense told 
her to stay away from him. 

Rising Temper stood immobile as her colt 
tried to stand up. His legs were so long, and 
how funny he looked when they kept collapsing 
underneath him. About 15 minutes after he 
was born, the young colt was able to stand. The 
first thing he did when he was up was to go 
over and beg a meal off his mother. Temper 
regarded this also with mixed emotions. It took 
some time for her to completely accept her son 
as her charge, but Temper finally realized that 
she must feed and guard this helpless little 
animal. 

At birth, her first colt was a dark brown and 
he looked like a small donkey. Even though 
that isn’t what you’re supposed to say about a 
Thoroughbred foal, all of them do.

I stayed up that night while the grown-ups 
had coffee and talked about the new arrival. 
But finally yawns gave away to yawns and I 
went to bed. Florence Nightingale II hadn’t 
done a smidgeon of work that night but she 
felt good anyway. 

The next day was a busy one that included 
about 50 trips to the barn to visit the main 
attraction. 

My father let me go into the stall with him at 
night and I felt the foal’s gums to prove that he 
actually had no teeth. 

Foalie Aardvark, as we called him, grew up 
quickly. It was a pet name given to him by 
my mother because ’’aardvark” is the first 
animal name in the dictionary. 

Nourished by zinnias from the flower garden, 
which he got by putting his head through the 
panels of the fence, and exercised by his 
mother’s merciless running, Foalie grew strong 
and healthy.

Clark, Jr., vice-president; A. C. Bostwick, treas¬ 
urer; John E. Cooper, executive secretary and 
Olive R. Keeley, assistant secretary. 

Wing is enthusiastic about prospects for the 
infield sport. ’’After the various course changes 
which have been made in recent years by the 
NYRA,” he said, ’’the year 1961 will see steeple¬ 
chasing on a larger scale.
